the  of  tu?  Urban  District  of  Marple  for  the  year 

enoocl  December  Gist  191*  .  During  the  Year  under  review 
Dr«  C.G.K.  Thompson  ended  his  appointment  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  March  51st  and  I  started  duty  on 
Septe mb 6 r  2 9 oh . 

It  v.’i  1 1  be  seen  from  the  Vital  Statistics  given 
In  the  report  which  follows  that  the  birth-rate  has  increased 
from  13*98  per  thousand  in  1950  to  15.05  per  thousand*  The 
birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  on  the  other  hand  has  fallen 
slightly  from  15.8  per  thousand  in  1950  to  15a5  per  thousand* 
The  Registrar-General  issues  a  Comparability  Factor  for  each 
district  which  takes  into  account  differences  in  the  age 
and  sex  structure  of  th©  population,,  Th©  use  of  this  factor 
enables  a  more  accurate  comparison  to  be  made  between  th© 
death-rates  for  any  districts  *  By  applying  this  factor  the 
corrected  birth-rat©  for  the  Urban  District  for  1951  becomes 
15*80  per  thousand. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  has  been  a 
reduction  in  the  still-birth-rat®  as  compared  with  th© 
previous  year,  although  the  rat©  is  still  slightly  above 
that  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  death-rat©  shows  an  increase  as  compared  with  the 
corresponding  rate  for  1950  and  now  stands  at  15*90  per 
thousand.  There  was  also  an  Increase  in  the  death-rat® 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  The  us©  of  th©  Registrar- 
General fs  Comparability  Factor  gives  a  corrected  death-rate 
of  13.55  per  thousand,,  which  is  a  little  in  excess  of  the 
National  rate  of  12*5  per  thousand. 

Diseases  of  th®  heart  and  circulatory  system  caused 
the  greatest  number  of  deaths  during  th®  year*  Of  the 
total  deaths  recorded  approximately  30$  were  in  persons 
aged  60  years  and  over.  There  was  on©  maternal  death  during 

the  year. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  Infantile  mortality  rate 
from  21.97  par  thousand  live-births  in  1950  to  36*08  par- 
thousand  in  1951*  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that 
figures  relating  to  a  comparatively  small  number  of  births 
are  liable  to. violent  fluctuations  from  year  to  year*  Of 
the  seven  infantile  deaths  six  occured  within  the  first 
five  days  of  life  and  were  due  to  prematurity  or  congenital  - 
abnormalities..  Th©  infantile  death-rat©  for  England  and 
Wales  of  29*6  per  thousand  live-births  is  a  new  low  record* 


There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 
during  the  year*  Scarlet  Fever  cases  showed  a  marked 
reduction  from  the  high  total  in  1950 »  There  was  also  s. 
big  reduction  in  the  number  of  measles  and  whooping-cough 
cases  The.  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  which  occured 
appeared  on  investigation  to  have  been  contracted  outside 
our  district*  There  were  no  deaths  from  measles  or 
whooping- c  ough * 

For  the  third  successive  year  there  were  no  cases  of 
diphtheria*  This  remarkable  fact  la,  without  doubt*  the 
result  of  the  immunisation  campaign  carried  out  with  vigour 
since  1940 0  I  must*  however,  point  out  that  if  we  are  to 
remain  free  from  this  dreaded  disease  it  is  imperative  that 
immunisation  shall  continue  at  the  high  level  achieved  in 
previous  years  and  it  is  regrettable  to  report  that  there  is 
some  evidence  throughout  the  whole  country  that  some 
parents  are  tending  to  become  Indifferent*  Immunisation 
is  carried  out  in  this  district  free  of  charge  by  all  the 
general  practitioners*  In  addition  I  hold  a  special 
Immunisation  clinic  at  the  Parish  Hall  once  a  month  and 
visits  are  paid  to  the  schools  in  the  district  to  enable 
the  school-child  pen  to  have  their  ftlbo  os  ter”  doses.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  persuade  parents  to  co-operate  in 
protecting  their  children*  Immunisation  against  whooping- 
cough  is  also  available  In  the  same  way® 

During  the  year  great  efforts  were  made  to  .improve 
atill  further  the  standard  of  cleanliness  in  food  premises 
and  the  Council  adopted  the  Model  Byelaws  on  Handling, 
Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food*  All  premises  were  visited 
and  advice  given  where  necessary*  Improvements  in  the 
protact Ion  of  confectionery  and  other  foods  from 
contamination  were  secured  and  ail  food  traders  agreed  to 
co-operate  in  keeping  dogs  outside  their  shops  by  displaying 
the  Councils  printed  notice •  In  spite  of  progress  much 
remains  to  be  done  and  in  particular  attention  will  requira 
to  b®  given  to  Improvements  in  food  distribution,  both 
wholesale  and  retail* 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  given  to 
me  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  preparation  of 

this  report. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  and.  Health  Committee  and  the  officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  valuable  help  so  readily  given  to 

me  since  my  appointment*

1 »  Water o  ( Public  Supplies) „ 

The  major  part  of  the  area  is  supplied  with  water  of 
first  class  quality  from  Stockport  Corporation  via 
Jackson  Edge  reservoir ,  the  remaining  part  is  supplied  from 
the  Hayfield  and  Me 11 or  Joint  Supply,  with  the  exception 
of  a  small  hamlet  at  Tarden  supplied  from  Springs 0 


The  Hayfield  supply  is  of  good  quality  but  considerable 
trouble  has  been  experienced  owing  to  pollution  occurring  at 
the  Apple  tree  Storage  Reservoir  and  steps  have  been  taken 
by  the  Surveyor  to  dispense  with  this  reservoir  and  supply 
the  Me 11 or  district  partly  from  the  Stockport  Supply  and 
partly  from  the  Hayfield  Supplyo 

Owing  to  some  doubt  about  the  Plumb  ©“Solvency  of  the 
Hayfield  Supply  a  series  of  samples  were  taken  in  the  early 
morning  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  a 
plumb o-solveney  test  and  although  the  water  had  been 
overnight  in  lead  pipes  in  some  instances,  it  was  considered 
quite  satisfactory  by  the  analyst 0 


The  Tarden  Supply  is  occasionally  found  below 
standard  b&cteriologic&lly  and  investigation  as  to  the 
possibility  of  overcoming  this  state  of  a*  a.axrs  is  being 
undertaken  by  the  Survey or®  in  the  meantime  the  few 
consumers  are  boiling  the  water  required  for  drinking o 


In  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  district  water  is 
obtained  from  springs  some  of  which  have  been  found 
unsatisfactory  owing  to  pollution  and  the  occupiers  oi 
the  isolated  premises  concerned  have  been  advised  to  ..oil 
water  required  for  drinkingo  Considerable  improvement 
has  been  achieved  in  certain  cases  by  means  of  protection 
of  tanks  etcQ  from  surface  pollution  and  the  provision  of 
sand  filters o
